FACTS  AND  STATISTICS. 


HISTORICAL,  COLONIAL,  FEDERAL,  TERRITORIAL , 
STATE,  DISTRICT  AND  COUNTY. 


Ferdinand  De  Soto,  a  Spaniard,  discoverer  of  the  Missis¬ 
sippi,  reached  its  banks  in  1539,  at  Quizquiz,  an  indian  town, 
as  is  supposed,  about  thirty  miles  below  the  mouth  of  the 
Arkansas  river.  After  wandering,  chiefly  in  the  valley  of  the 
Arkansas  river,  for  more  than  two  years,  in  fruitless  search 
of  Gold,  the  great  leader,  dauntless  to  all  else  than  the  King 
of  Terrors,  returned  to  Guachoya,  near  the  first  named  place,  to 
die,  and  receive  sepulture  in  the  Great  river.  Juan  Muscoso 
succeeded  in  command,  and  after  a  repetition  of  western  ex¬ 
ploration  as  far. as  New  Mexico,  returned  to  the  Arkansas, 
built  boats,  and  fought  his  way  down  the  Mississippi,  finally 
reaching  haven  at  Tampico,  Mexico. 

Fathers  Marquette  and  Jolliet,  French  Catholic  Mission¬ 
aries,  first  saw  the  Mississippi  in  1673,  in  the  summer  of  which 
year  they  descended  in  pirogues  to  the  mouth  of  the  Arkansas. 
Great  and  good  men  were  these  noble  soldiers  of  the  Lord. 
Each  made  a  map  of  the  route  to  that  point,  locating  and  nam¬ 
ing  the  tribes  and  villages  visited  and  heard  of.  Marquette’s 
map  is  still  extant.  Jolliet’s  map  and  journal  were  lost  by 
the  overturning  of  a  canoe  in  the  St.  Lawrence  Rapids,  dur¬ 
ing  his  return  to  Montreal.  On  Marquette’s  map,  a  fac  simile 
of  which  we  have,  the  name  “ Akansea  ”  is  written  opposite 
the  mouth  of  the  Arkansas  river.  This  is  commonly  supposed 
to  denote  the  site  of  a  village  of  that  name,  on  the  East  bank 
of  the  Mississippi.  The  better  opinion,  formed  from  an  inspec¬ 
tion  of  the  map,  is,  that  this  writing  was  intended  to  denote 
the  name  of  the  Akansea  river-,  and  that  the  village  placed 
on  the  east  side  of  the  Mississippi,  belonged  to  the  Mitchi- 
gamea,  who  had  several  villages  hereabouts. 

Before  the  loss  of  Jolliet’s  MSS.,  they  were  exhibited  to 
and  inspected  by  Robert  Cavalier  de  la  Salle,  commander  at 
Ft.  Frontcnac,  where  Jolliet  stopped  on  his  return  to  Canada. 
La  Salle  was  the  first  to  identify  the  Great  River  with  that 
discovered  by  De  Soto  ;  and  he  conceived  the  plan  of  acquiring 
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vast  wealth  from  traffic  in  and  transfer  to  Europe  of  skins,  wool 
and  fur  of  the  Buffalo  and  wild  animals  of  this  vast  region, 
through  an  exclusive  monopoly  of  the  Mississippi  Valley.  He 
was  successful  in  obtaining  a  patent  covering  all  the  country  on 
the  Mississippi  from  the  French  King.  After  various  delays, 
he  at  length  descended  the  Mississippi,  having  in  company 
the  Sieur  De  Tonti,  in  1682  ;  and  on  the  3d  March,  of  that 
year,  reached  the  limits  of  Marquette  and  Jolliet’s  explora¬ 
tions,  at  “Akansa,”  a  village  which  his  biographers  locate 
on  the  right  bank  of  the  Mississippi.  The  Akansa  tribes  are 
described  as  not  resembling  the  in3ians  of  the  north,  “who 
are  sad  and  severe  in  temper.”  “These,”  he  says,  “  are  better 
made,  honest,  liberal  and  gay.”  He  planted  a  cross  here  on 
the  14th  of  March,  inscribed  with  the  arms  of  the  King  of 
France,  taking  possession  of  the  country  in  his  name.  On  the 
17th,  continuing  his  voyage,  he  “passed  two  more  Akansa 
towns,”  and  proceeding,  reached  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  on  the 
19th  April,  1682.  Thence  he  reascended  the  river  and  reported 
his  discovery  to  France,  where  the  whole  course  of  the  Missis¬ 
sippi  was  thus  made  known  in  1682. 

In  1688;  La  Salle  again  left  France  with  a  naval  expedition, 
well  equipped  with  arms,  agricultural  implements  and  ani¬ 
mals,  and  accompanied  by  a  large  force  of  soldiers,  colonists 
and  mechanics,  intending  to  find  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi, 
ascend  and  carry  out  his  magnificent  projects.  Unfortunately, 
however,  the  fleet  passed  the  mouth  of  that  river,  and  the 
expedition  was  landed  on  the  present  coast  of  Texas,  near 
the  mouth  of  the  Guadalupe.  Three  or  four  years  passed 
amid  struggles  with  the  fierce  natives,  disasters,  dissensions 
and  troubles,  and  fruitless  search  of  the  Great  River.  Until 
finally  he  determined,  with  a  small  escort,  to  make  an  over¬ 
land  trip  to  Canada  for  succor,  by  way  of  Akansa.  On  the 
route  he  was  assassinated  by  one  of  his  men,  in  1687,  near  the 
present  site  of  Washington,  Texas.  La  Salle  was  in  no  wise 
inferior  to  any  of  the  great  Spanish  commanders  who  pre¬ 
ceded  him  in  American  discovery.  Father  Douay,  and  a 
very  few  others  of  his  escort,  were  able  to  make  their  way 
safely.  These,  after  surmounting  many  difficulties  made 
their  way  safely  through  the  wilderness,  to  the  Akansa 
river  village,  where  they  found  a  royal  cross  and  two  French¬ 
men,  placed  there  as  an  intermediate  station,  by  Tonti,  who 
had  descended  the  Mississippi  a  second  time  in  expectation 
of  meeting  La  Salle,  coming  with  his  fleet  from  France. 

Iiom  this  time,  the  lower  valley  of  the  Mississippi  was  in 
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continued  possession  of  France,  until  the  transfer  of  Louis¬ 
iana  to  Spain.  The  annals  of  the  colonists  who  settled  in  the 
present  limits  of  Arkansas,  are  peaceful,  quiet  and  happy, 
the  most  notable  events  with  which  that  part  of  the  province 
was  connected,  being  that  the  Arkansas  country  was  for  a 
time  a  part  of  the  royal  grant  to  Crozat,  and  afterwards  to- 
John  Law,  and  the  reports  of  its  exuberant  fertility  of  all 
wealth  producing  resources,  formed  no  inconsiderable  part  of 
the  inducements,  held  out  in  the  Mississippi  scheme  which  he 
invented,  and  in  which  many  fortunes  foundered.  It  is  suffi¬ 
cient  now  to  elucidate  the  title  of  the  United  States,  to  the 
Louisiana  purchase,  by  saying  briefly,  that  France  by  the 
Treaty  of  Fontainbleau  transferred  the  country  to  Spain, 
November  3d.  1762  ;  by  the  Treaty  of  Ildefonso,  October  1, 
1800,  Louisiana  was  retroceded  to  France ;  and  by  the  Treaty 
of  Paris,  April  30,  1803,  was  ceded  by  France  to  the  United 
States. 

The  occupation  of  the  territory  was  directed  by  act  of  Con¬ 
gress,  October  31,  1803;  and  the  Louisiana  purchase  was 
divided  by  Congress  into  two  territories — one  called  the  ter¬ 
ritory  of  Orleans,  out  of  which  shortly  afterwards,  the  State  of 
Louisiana  was  principally  formed;  and  the  District  of  Louis¬ 
iana,  comprehending  Missouri  anl  Arkansas,  which  was 
created  by  act  of  Congress  of  March  26,  1804.  By  this  act, 
the  executive,  legislative  and  judicial  authority  of  the  terri¬ 
torial  governor  and  judges  of  Indiana  Territory  was  extended 
over  the  district.  These  officers  were  authorized  and  em¬ 
powered  to  establish  inferior  courts  and  prescribe  their 
jurisdiction,  and  to  make  all  necessary  laws;  and  the  superior 
judges  of  Indiana  were  required  to  hold  two  courts  annually 
in  the  new  district.  By  act  of  March  3,  1805,  the  title  of  dis¬ 
trict  was  changed  to  Territory  of  Louisiana ;  the  legislative 
authority  being  vested  in  a  governor  and  three  judges,  with 
powers  as  in  the  act  of  1804.  The  territorial  organization 
took  place  July  4th,  1805.  Upon  the  admission  by  Congress 
of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  the  name  of  Louisiana  Territory 
was  changed  to  Missouri  Territory,  by  act  of  June  4,  1812. 

On  the  2d  ©f  March,  1819,  Congress  passed  an  act  to  estab¬ 
lish  the  Territory  of  Arkansas,  to  take  effect  from  and  after 
July  4th,  1819.  The  Seat  of  Government  was  temporarily 
estaolished  at  Arkansas  Post.  In  X 821  it  was  removed  to 
Little  Rock,  where  it  has  since  remained.*  On  the  16th  of 

*During  the  Civil  War,  the  Seat  of  Government  was  tempora¬ 
rily  removed  to  Washington,  in  Hempstead  County. 
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June,  1836,  the  State  of  Arkansas  was  admitted  into  the 
Union,  the  people  of  the  territory  having  by  their  represen¬ 
tatives  in  convention,  adopted  a  Constitution  and  form  of 
Government,  on  the  30th  of  January  of  that  year.  On  the 
1st  day  of  June,  1861,  a  convention  of  delegates  adopted  what 
is  called  the  Constitution  of  that  year.  On  the  19th  day  of 
January,  1864,  a  so-called  convention  adopted  what  is  called 
the  Constitution  of  that  year.  On  the  11th  day  of  February, 
1868,  another  so-called  convention  adopted  the  Constitution 
of  1868.  Again,  on  the  7th  day  of  September,  1874,  the  ex¬ 
isting  Constitution  of  the  State  was  adopted,  by  a  convention 
of  delegates  of  the  people.

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CHRONOLOGY. 

1809.  January  9.  First  treaty  with  the  Lower  Cherokees,. 

who  desired  to  emigrate  to  Arkan- 
saw.

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COMPARATIVE  STATISTICS. 


We  have  not  thought  it  best  to  swell  the  size  of  our, first 
number  with  tabular  areas  of  figures- in  regard  to  the  pro¬ 
ductive  wealth  and  capacity  of  Arkansas  as  an  agricultural 
State.  We  are  content  to  analyze  the  report  of  the  United 
States  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  (the  impartiality  of 
which  no  one  will  question),  for  1876,  the  latest  accessible. 
This  shows,  by  comparison  with  the  fourteen  states  of  Mary¬ 
land,  Virginia,  West  Virginia,  Kentucky,  Missouri,  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Florida,  Alabama,  Mis¬ 
sissippi,  Louisiana,  Texas  and  Tennessee,  the  relative  stand¬ 
ing  of  Arkansas  in  the  production,  productive  capacity,  and 
value  of  the  several  staple  and  leading  articles  and  animals 
grown  and  raised  in  all  these  states.  In  the  article  of  cotton, 
comparison  is  made  with  the  last  nine  of  the  states  named. 
We  present  this  analysis  below.  The  relative  standing  of 
Arkansas  is  shown  by  the  figures  in  each  column  :

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At  first  sight  this  does  not  strike  the  eye  as  being  a  favor¬ 
able  showing.  But  when  it  is  recollected  that  Arkansas 
ranks  twelfth  in  population  of  the  fifteen  states  named,  it  is 
found  to  be  indeed  an  admirable  exhibit.  One,  too,  from 
which  a  most  profitable  lesson  can  be  drawn  by  our  farmers, 
if  carefully  studied;  and  one  which,  people  looking  for  new 
homes  to  engage  in  agriculture,  may  well  ponder,  before  set¬ 
tling  in  any  other  Southern  State.  Let  us  examine  the  state¬ 
ment. 

Under  two  heads  only  does  Arkansas  fall  below  the  ratio 
of  her  population,  twelfth ;  these  two  are  in  the  total  value  of 
oats  raised,  and  number  of  milch  cows. 

Under  seven  heads  only  does  Arkansas  fall  as  low  as  the 
ratio  of  her  population,  viz:  In  the  quantity  of  tobacco, 
horses  and  mules  raised,  the  quantity  per  acre  of  corn  and 
potatoes,  and  the  value  per  acre  of  corn  and  hay  produced. 

In  all  other  particulars  the  rank  of  Arkansas  is  shown  to 
be  above  the  ratio  of  her  population. 

She  is  first  in  the  quantity  of  hay  and  tobacco,  and  second 
in  cotton  raised  per  acre ;  third  in  the  quantity  per  acre  of 
oats,  and  value  per  pound  and  per  acre  of  tobacco  produced ; 
fourth  in  the  number  of  hogs;  fifth  in  the  quantity  of  cotton, 
quantity  per  acre  of  rye  raised,  and  number  of  acres  devoted 
to  cotton,  value  per  bushel  of  rye  raised,  and  per  acre  of  rye 
and  oats;  sixth  in  the  quantity  of  tobacco,  horses  and  mules, 
and  total  value  of  tobacco,  and  value  per  acre  of  hay  raised ; 
seventh  in  the  quantity  of  wheat,  and  total  value  of  hogs 
raised;  eighth  in  the  quantity  of  corn,  ryrn  and  potatoes,  and 
total  value  of  mules  raised,  and  the  value  per  bushel  (or  ton) 
of  oats,  potatoes  and  bay,  and  in  the  value  per  acre  of  hay 
raised ;  ninth  in  the  quantity  of  wheat,  and  total  value  of  pota¬ 
toes  and  horses;  tenth  in  the  number  of  cows  and  sheep,  and 
in  the  total  value  of  corn  and  rye  and  sheep,  and  average 
value  of  mules  and  oxen ;  eleventh  in  the  quantity  of  oats 
and  oxen,  average  value  of  sheep,  and  value  per  bushel  and 
acre  of  wheat,  and  total  value  of  oxen. 

Indeed  we  doubt  if  there  is  another  state  in  the  Union, 
which  can  stand  such  favorable  comparison,  at  all  points, 
with  fourteen  other  states  as  similarly  situated  in  soil, 
climate  and  productions,  and  covering  so  vast  an  area. 

There  are  one  or  two  points  to  which  we  wish  to  direct  the 
especial  attention  of  our  farmers :  The  exhibit  in  regard  to 
hay  and  tobacco — two  most  profitable  items  of  agricultural 
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production.  In  both  we  are  shown  to  produce  the  largest 
quantity  to  the  acre  of  any  Southern  State;  and  in  the  second 
rank  as  the  third  State,  and  in  competition  among  others  with 
Maryland,  the  Virginias,  Missouri  and  Kentucky  !• 

New  comers  will  be  slow  to  find  fault  with  Arkansas,  while 
awaiting  the  growth  and  maturity  of  their  first  crop,  becaus* 
the  price  of  corn,  wheat  and  pork  is  as  low  or  nearly  so, 
as  the  ratio  of  our  population.  The  figures  respecting  pota¬ 
toes,  horses,  cattle,  sheep  and  hogs,  point  the  attention  of 
farmers  to  where  improvement  is  needed.
